Mother Called Too Severe on Girl Who Kept Auto Trip 
-Secret—Parent, Lion Tamer, Says Raising Child 
Is Harder, and Goes to Jail.

Kansas City, Kans., March 9 (A.P.). 


Holding that a spanking administered 


Lorene Jones, 16, by her mother, Mrs. 


Christine Woodside, was “unwarranted- 
ly severe,” Judge Fred R. White tonight 
imposed a fine of $100 and costs on 
the mother who had been arrested on 
the girl’s complaint. 

Lorene was whipped Sunday night 
with a coat hanger when she refused 
to tell where she had been in the fam- 
ily motor car. 

Upon hearing the judge’s decision, 
Mrs. Woodside, former snake charmer 
and lion tamer for a carnival, declared 
she was unable to pay the fine and if 
necessary would have to go to jail. 

Approximately 5,000 persons jammed 
the auditorlum in the City Hall, to 
where the hearing had been transferred 
because Judge White’s courtroom was 
too small to accommodate the Jam 
Several women fainted.

SNOW IN THE EAST; 
TORONTO HAS FLOOD 


as Far South as Mary- 
land Reported. 


New York, March 9 (A.P.).—A storm 
swirling out of the middle West spread 
snow over large sections of the East 
today as far south as Maryland and 
north into Canada. In Detroit it 
brought an endurance flight to a pre- 
mature conclusion. 

The snow fell all day and was pre- 
dicted to continue during the night 
unless a shifting wind--with warmer 
temperature should change it to rain. 

It was New York’s third snowstorm 
of the year and gave no evidence of 
being more severe than its predeces- 
sors. The flakes fell thick all day, but 
at dusk they had made no headway 
against the warmth of the pavements 
and the street cleaning department 
seemed to be in for another self-re- 
moving snowfall. 

The Great Lakes were whipped into 
huge waves by a southeast wind and at 
Toronto the combers scaled the beach 
and poured over gardens and into the 
cellars of water-front homes. The

ened with darkness tonight when the 


water undermined electric light poles 
so that they were in imminent danger 
of collapsing.

Titulescue Insists That Judges 
in Transylvania Issue Be 
Under Pledges. 


URGED NOT TO IMPERIL 
THE PEACE OF EUROPE 


Question Is Finally Put Off 
Until June, After a 
secret Session. 


Geneva, March 9 (A.P.).—The council 
of the League of Nations tonight let it 
be known that a satisfactory reference 
had been found for postponing the 
Roumanian-Hungarian dispute until 
June. The argument between the two 
countries, which arises. from claims by 
Hungarian landowners in the Transyl- 
vania provinces of Roumania, caused an 
open flare-up in the meeting of the 
council, and finally forced a two-hour 
executive session. 

Nicholas Titulescu, Roumanian for- 
eign minister, was the storm center. In 
the opening session he drew rebukes 
from the representatives of Great Bri- 
tain, France and Germany when he 
tried to bind to certain conditions two 
proposed new members of the mixed ar- 
bitration board, to which the dispute 
would go, but M. Titulescu held to his 
course, explaining that he was repre- 
senting the ideas of his home govern- 
ment. 

Urged to Think Twice. 


Sir Austen Chamberlain, the British 
foreign minister, appealed to the Rou- 
manian government and Roumantan 
people to think once and think twice 
before rejecting the council’s recom- 
mendation, first in the interest of states 
whose relations were being poisoned by 
the quarrel, and second in the interest 
of the peace of Europe, which it was 
the bounden duty of each country to 
serve and preserve. Foreign Minister 
Briand, of France, and Foreign Minister 
Stresemann, of Germany, added thelr 
voices to the appeal of Roumania to ac- 
cept the proposal. The French foreign 
minister declared that Judges worthy of 
the name would not accept any condi- 
tions binding them in advance. M, Ti- 
tulescu replied that it was a question 
of Roumanian sovereignty, that he 
could telegraph his government, but 
that the answer would be the same.

Dr. Pongetti Permitted Death 
of Young Woman and Child, 
Court Holds. . 


PATIENT HAD NO MONEY 


Chicago, March 9 (A.P.).—-A sentence 
of death in the electric chair was given 
Dr. Amante Rongetti in criminal court 
here today after his motion for a new 
trial had been denied. The date of the 
execution was set for Friday, April 13. 
Convicted of performing an illegal op- 
eration on a 19-year-old girl‘and then 


through willful negligence permitting | 


her and her baby to die, the physician 
paled as Judge Frank Comerford asked 
if he had anything to say before sen- 
tence was pronounced, 

“Tl advise my client to answer ‘no,’” 
shouted Rongetti’s attorney, William 
Scott Stewart, leaping to his fect. 

“No,” echoed the doctor, his mouth 
twitching. 

The motion for new trial 
on the allegation that the court was 
prejudiced by the testimony 
Lorraine Irwin, a nurse formerly in the 
employ of Dr. Rongctti, that an at- 
tempt had been made to intimidate 
her and keep her from taking the wit- 
ness stand for the State. The judge 
held, however, that the testimony was 
given while the ,ury was out of the 
room and had no effect on the verdict 

Attorney Stewart is facing trial for 
of court in connection with 
the intimidation charges. 

In overruling the motion for 
trial, Judge Comerford said: 

“Proof was made that the defendant 
performed a criminal operation on 
Loretta Enders and left an unhappy 19- 
year-old girl to die because she did not 
have any money and had not pald her 
bill. 

“It was shown that while the girl 
was dying this doctor turned a deaf ear 
to the pleadings of a heart-broken old 
mother that a priest of God be with her 
daughter at the end. 

“No one took the witness stand to 
challenge, dispute or deny these terrible 
truths. Not one word of testimony was 
offered by the defense in answer to its 
proof. 

“The defendant was accorded every 
right and protection of the law. The 
jury found him guilty of a most revolt- 
ing and brutal murder and fixed the 
punishment at death.”

Toney, in addition, re- 
eently was sentenced to ten years in 
connection with an alleged attempt to 
blow up a Western Maryland Railroad 
bridge.

JURY ACQUITS TWO 
IN SHOOTING OF COX 


Case Against Shelton and 
Turner Dropped.

Stuart, Va., March 9.—Ernest Shelton 
and Ora Turner were cleared here this 
evening of the killing of David Cox in 
the Fayerdale shooting thirteen months 
azo, In which two others were killed 
and two wounded. The Jury was out an 
hour. Immedlately after the verdict the 
State nolle prossed another murder in- 
dictment against them, which arose 
from the killing of Maynard Cox, shich 
Ernest Shelton confessed in his testi- 
mony. 

A weeping figure in the courtroom 
was the elderly mother of the victims, 
who a few years ago saw another son, 
Ewell Cox, slain by a negro and who 
realized that a fourth son, Fred Cox, is 
a fugitive, wanted in the shooting of 
Ora Turner 

The State asked for a penalty 
twenty years for each defendant. The 
defense showed that bullets removed 
from the body of David Cox were fired 
from a 45-caliber revolver and also 
showed that Shelton and Turner were 
carrying smallar guns on the day that 
25 shots in less than a minute left 
death and destruction following a quar- 
rel over reporting of liquor stills.

SET A SIA-YEAR RECORD 


Net U. S. Loss of $154,000,- 
000 in Year Reported by 
Reserve Bank. : 


BANK INVESTMENTS GAIN 


New York, March 9 (A.P.).—The 
principal influence of Anterican finance 
in 1927 was the movement of gold, 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New York 


says in its annual report, made public 
tonight. Since most of this movement 
flows through the Port of New York, 
a& preponderant part of the year’s 
changes in the condition of the Fed- 
eral Reserve system took place in the 
New York institution. 

Gold movements last year were 
larger than in any year since 1921. 
Although imports exceeded exports in 
the first few months, an outward flow 
began in September, which by the end 
of January had reduced the country’s 
gold stock to the level of 1925 and 
below the level of late 1924. The net 
loss for the year was approximately 
$154,000,000, principally due to the 
earmarking for the account of foreign 
banks of $209,000,000 gold during the 
year. 

To offset the decreasing gold stock, 
the Federal Reserve Bank increased its 
holdings of Government securities in 
1927 from approximately %65,000,000 
ta %1'70,000,000. 

Commercial loans showed alight, tf 
any. increase over 1926. Bank invest- 
nents and loans on atocks and bonds, 
on the other hand, increased about 
#900000 ,000 

“Thus,” the report “the im- 
creases in credit during the year have 
been utilized largely for financial 
rather than directly for business opera- 
tions. It is not possible to find how 
far such an Increase in the use of 
credit finds its way indirectly into bus!l- 
ness use of one kind or another and 
how far it is absorbed in the increased 
prices of securities or properties, | It 
may safely be said, however, that the 
increase in the volume of credit during 
the past year has been more rapid than 
can ordinarlly be utilized by the regular 
growth in the volume of the country’s 
business.

They invested little real 
money, and will have to content themselves in 
sympathizing with the descendants of those 
who invested their funds in Confederate shin- 
plasters. 


HOOVER VS. WATSON, 


Secretary Hoover proceeds to tackle Sena- 
tor Watson in Indiana. The battle of Ohio is 
a very pretty fight as it stands, but the battle 
of the Wabash may overshadow it in grand 
strategy if not in the number of casualties, 

Mr. Hoover’s aggressive warfare in favorite- 
son States is in marked contrast to the process 
that has developed him into a _ presidential 
figure of the first magnitude. He has never 
been in political struggles. He has never run 
for office before. Politicians and political cam- 
Paigns have meant nothing to him. He has 
grown steadily in public esteem by his strict 
attention to official duties and by his extraor- 
dinary ability as an administrator. Much of 
Mr. Hoover’s popularity is due to the fact that 
he has never dabbled in politics. His more en- 
thusiastic admirers have regarded his aloofness 
from politics as evidence of statesmanlike 
qualities fitting him for the Presidency. 

No doubt Secretary Hoover has been pulled 
and hauled by the conflicting advice of re- 
liable friends. Some of them have advised 
him to stand upon the record he has made, to 
avoid conflicts with other candidates, and to 
depend upon his friends in every State to do 
the work necessary to gain delegates. It has 
been suggested to him, doubtless, that his 
effort to win delegates away from favorite sons 
would transform him into an “office-seeker”’ 
and a “politician,” and thus alienate much of 
the support that would be his if he should 
keep aloof from politics. Other friends, equally 
devoted, have urged him to fight in every 
State. “‘You are a candidate,’’ they have said. 
“You must have delegates in order to be 
nominated. A combination has been formed to 
beat you by lining up favorite-son delegations, 
to be concentrated upon some one candidate 
for the purpose of defeating you. The way to 
meet this danger is to go out and get dele- 
gates, regardless of favorite sons.” 

The belligerent friends have persuaded Mr. 
Hoover that their advice is best. Possibly not 
much argument was needed, as Mr. Hoower by 
no means lacks the combative instinct. Know- 
ing that Senator Watson was strongly opposed 
to him, and intended to throw Indiana’s vote 
against him if possible, Mr. Hoover probably 
decided that he would lose nothing and might 
gain something by fighting 

There is gossip to effect that Mr. 
Hoover's entry into Indiana situation 
means that Senator Watson’s leadership will 
become the real issue in Indiana. Well, that 
has been the issue for many years, and Watson 
has won out against all comers. He opposed 
President Coolidge on the World Court ques- 
tion, and was strongly commended for it by 
Indiana Republicans. He opposed the Presit- 
dent also on the McNary-Haugen bill, and. of 
course, the farmers of Indiana will not be per- 
mitted to forget that fact when questions are 
propounded as to Mr. Hoover’s attitude toward 
farm relief. 

Frank Lowden’s refusal to make a fight in 
Indiana limits the list of belligerents to Hoover 
and Watson. Much may depend upon the 
attitude of President Coolidge during the next 
few weeks. The Hoover managers ardently 
wish that Mr. Coolidge would abandon his 
neutrality and come out valiantly for Hoover.

INTERSTATE CRIME. 


Crime today has taken on all the character- 
istics of a business. Thievery is a highly spe- 
cialized, thoroughly organized profession. The 
depredations of burglars are no longer limited 
to what may be obtained from a private home 
or retail establishment. Warehouses, freight 
terminals and entire trains are looted with a 
frequency that is not only costly but disturbing 
to peaceful members of society. 

It is apparent that thefts on such a scale 
must have a supporting organization willing 
and able to market the proceeds of such crimes. 
Otherwise the thief with a carload of silk, a 
truckload of perfume or several hundred cases 
of shoes in his possession would have a white 
elephant on his hands, utterly devoid of profit 
and full of risk. Here enters thé modern 
“fence,” as far beyond his predecessor as the 
modern burglar surpasses in audacity and skill 
the Dick Turpin of old. The “fence” is no 
longer a disreputable and mysterious individual 
outwardly. More often than not he gives the 
appearance of being a reputable merchant. He 
has innumerable outlets for the goods that he 
buys. Frequently he not only purchases the 
loot of criminals, but places his orders and re- 
veals where his requirements may be obtained. 

Legislation directed against the operations 
of the “fence” is being perfected in many 
States. New York adopted this year a measure 
designed to curtail his activities. The cure 
will not be effective, however, until a law of 
national character is adopted. A “fence” in 
New York may market his commodities en- 
tirely in the West. His customers are by no 
means limited to his immediate vicinity. State 
laws can do little to eradicate the evil. 

The National Crime Commission believes 
that a curb upon the operation of the “fence ’ 
is the first and essential step necessary in the 
reduction of crime and its costs. A measure 
designed to close the legal loopholes through 
which the “fence” now escapes has been in- 
troduced in Congress by Representative La 
Guardia, of New York. ‘It would place the 
burden of proof upon the receiver of stolen 
goods.instead of forcing the Government to 
establish knowledge on the part of the de- 
fendant. Under the proposed law proof of 
the fact that the property had been stolen 
would constitute a prima facié case. Lack of 
reasonable inquiry in good faith of the origin 
of the property would be sufficient ground for 
conviction. | 

The passage of the proposed statute would 
do much to deprive thfe present-day thieves of * 
their market. Wholesale banditry would lose 
its attractions if the means of profiting 
i through it were removed. Similar legislation ; 


depredations of thieves who resorted to inter- 


State commerce in order to avoid punishment. 


The protection of other legitimate business is 
of equal importance. The bill to curb the 
“fence” merits prompt consideration and pas- 
sage,

|THE OXFORD DICTIONARY. 


More than 70 years ago, on January 7, 1558, 
the Philological Society of Great Britain came 
to a momentous determination, Influenced 
and inspired by the then Dean Trench, a meet- 
ing of that body, held on that day, resolved 
that, instead of the proposed supplement to 
Standard English dictionaries, ‘‘a new diction- 
ary of the English language be prepared under 
the authority of the Philological Society.”’ That 
dictionary, thus started, has been’70 years in 
the making. Its first volume was published 
in 1884; its concluding section will make its 
appearance on April 19, 1928. 

The long story of the production of this 
monumental work—‘‘the greatest lexicographi- 
cal undertaking the world has ever seen’’—is 
one of arduous labor and most intense concen- 
tration. It consumed the best energies of sev- 
eral men during the best. years-of their lives. 
The names of Trench, Coleridge, Furnivall, 
Bradley, Craigie and Onions are inseparably 
associated with the Oxford Dictionary, as it is 
now called; but it is to Sir James Murray, who 
joined the staff in 1878 and under whose 
editorship one-half of the whole work was 
produced before his lamented death in 1915, 
that the principal glory of it belongs. 

The Oxford Dictionary contains 
words, 500,000 definitions, and 1,827,306 
illustrative quotations. of the

than 18 pages of the dictionary and is treated 
under 154 main divisions. A living language, 
like English, changes, however, so rapidly that 
a supplement to the dictionary is already being 
prepared, and in it will appear those words 
that were too new to find a place in the book 
itself. The chances are that, within a very. few 
yoars, a supplement to the supplement will be 
needed and provided.

It was 
granted, however, in 1848 by Louis Philippe, 
and the statues were taken to the Louvre to 
be repainted, and were actually on their way 
to England, but the historic 24th of Feb- 
ruary supervened and halted their program, 
and they were ultimately sent back to 
Fontevrault. Napoleon III offered them again 
to England, but Queen Victoria declined, as 
she did not wish to interfere with ‘“‘the pious 
and patriotic wishes of the kings, her illus- 
trious predecessors of the House of Anjou, 
Thereupon Napoleon III had casts made of 
the statues and presented them to the Eng- 
lish nation. These casts have since been pre- 
served at the Crystal Palace. It now appears 
that both the originals at Fontevrault and the 
casts at the Crystal-Palace are molding to 
ruin, and a great outcry has gone up against 
the neglect that has led to this result. 

The casts certainly do fill a great gap in 
English iconography, and their preservation 
is a matter of national and racial interest. It 
would seem a pity, too, if something were not 
done to save the effigies themselves for fu- 
ture generations, because they are historical 
relics of great intrinsic value, and vividly re- 
call the stirring events which took place dur- 
ing the lives of those whom they commemo- 
rate,

Can it be possible 
that the opinions and advice of these 
people should receive serious consid- 
eration as against the sound judgment 
of those who have studied the subject 
and have had opportunity of observing 
the activities of the nations both from 
a commercial and military standpoint 
which few, if any, pacificts could have 
had opportunity or time to intelligent- 
ly study? 

In order that the American people 
may get a correct understanding of the 
situat‘on affecting our sea power, |! 
quote “the United States naval policy 
based on the Washington Treaty for 
limitation of naval armament,” as for- 
mally stated by the Secretary of the 
Navy, Edwin Denby, om December 1, 
1922: 

“The treaty for the limitation of 
naval armament, when promulgated, 
will oe the supreme law of the powers 
party to the treaty governing their 
naval armaments as to capital ships 
and aircraft carriers The spirit of the 
treaty. indicates two elements of inter- 
national import: A general desire to 
avoid competition in naval armament. 
A parvial recognition of a ratio in naval 
streneths as a means of avoiding com- 
petition. Were any power now to under- 
take 9 program of expansion in un- 
restricted classes of naval vessels or in 
personnel not consistent with the 
treaty ratios of capital ships, a new 
competition in naval strengths would 
thereby be initiated. 

“Until such time as other powers by 
inequiteble conduct in international 
relations as to United States’ interests 
or by their departure from the idea of 
a suspended competition in naval 
armaments, indicate other procedure, 
the Navy of the United States may be 
governed in naval strengths by the 
spirit of the capital ship ratics, othr- 
wise it will be necessary appropriately 
to readjust our naval policy.” 

The intent of this policy can be con- 
strued in but one way, that in spirit 
and principle the naval ratio adopted 
for capital ships was intended to apply 
to all types of combatant ships. What 
has been done since the Washington 
Arms Conference toward carrying this 
idea into practical effect? 

The records disclose. that the naval 
building activities of the Washington 
treatry nations for yessels laid down 
or appropriated for, contracted for, 
bullt and building, credit the British 
Empire with 55 vessels of 335,769 tons, 
Japan, 127 vessels of 401,361 tons; 
France, 120 vessels of 291,785 tons; 
Italy, 71 vessels of 151,374 tons, and 
the United States with 19 vessels of 
157,790 tons. ‘The American vessels are 
all in the protected trade. 

The United States scrapp 1 approxi- 
mately 850,000 tons of naval vessels, 
among them some of the most modern 
naval craft. This scrapping’ program 


cost our nation close to $400,000,000. 


Incidentally, had these vessels been 
completed America would have attained 
world naval supremacv, America, how- 
ever, acquiesced in the scrapping of 
these vessels in the hope that this. sac- 
rifice would prevent further naval com- 
petition, thereby assisting other nations 


by the curtailment of their naval ex- 
penditures to divert these funds to the 
restoration of these nations to their 
normal peace-time activities.

bullding activities there seems to have 
been no let-up in the building of other 
than the capital ships specifically lim- 
ited by the treaty. This means that 
we are not on a parity with Great Brit- 
ain in naval strength as was originally 
intended, and that with respect to 
other nations the United States. has 
Cropped considearbly below the ratio 
agreed to in pringiple at the Washing- 
ton arms conference, 

When the Geneva arms conference 
was called, two of the nations party 
to the Washington conference did not 
participate. The purpose of this con- 
ference was to definitely carry into ef- 
fect the principle and spirit contained 
in the United States naval policy based 
on the Washington treaty for the limi- 
tation of naval armament, to definitely 
apply the ratio now existing for capital 
ships to other types of combatant ves- 
sels 


At the Geneva conference we had 


nothing to give; the other nations did 


If the spirit manifested at the Wash- 
ington arms conference had been ad- 
hered to there would have been no 
need for the Geneva conference. The 
deliberations at the Geneva conference 
centered on the cruiser situation, the 
arming of merchant vessels, and the 
protection of trade routes. 

The conference ended in a deadlock, 
and were it not for the’ fact that the 
question of merchant ships was 80 
prominently brought into the picture 
the Geneva conference would have been 
recognized as a complete failure. It 
must be admitted, however, that the 
Geneva conference empahsized the vital 
importance of merchant vessels as an 
indispensable factor toward naval 
strength, In this connection our weak- 
ness was very forcibly brought to the 
attention of the American people. 

The records show that since the 
completion of the war-time shipbuild- 
ing program, not one ship has been 
eonstructed in American shipyards for 
transoceanic, service and that we have 
been outbuilt in modern competitive 
types of ships by all of our trade com- 
petitors, as is very evident when we 
glance at merchant shipbuilding ac- 
tivities for the past five years. 

During the period 1922-27, covering 
ships of 2,000 gross tons and over, suit- 
able for, transoceanic service, we find 
that out of a total of 1,300 ships of 
approximately 8,000,000 gross tons, the 
United States is credited with 18 ships 
of less than 200,000 gross tons, thus 
being outbuilt by Great Britain by al- 
most 50 to 1; by Germany more than 
10 to 1; by France more than 5 to 1; 
by Italy almost 5 to 1, and by Japan 
more than 4 to 1. No American vessel 
was built for overseas trade. 

It is inconceivable that the costly 
experience of depending on ships of 
our competitors to move our commerce 
and the lack of merchant vessels to 
serve aS naval auxiliaries should be so 
soon forgotten. 

To produce ships during abnormal 
times is a costly procedure; it cost the 
Nation for the last experience 3,000 
millions. | 

The vital fact is that since the Wash- 
ington arms conference not only have 
our competitors made great gains in 
their naval building activities, but they 
have left us far behind in the building 
of merchant tonnage. We must not 
lose sight of the fact that the sea 
strength of a nation consists of the 


combined strength of its naval and 


merchant vessels and during hostilities 
they reflect the real sea power, each 
serving the other. Therefore, when we 
speak of naval ratios and naval equal- 
ity,, unless we take into consideration 
both our naval and merchant vessels 
as a basis to establish ratios, the com- 


parative naval strengths have little or 

no significance. ,

The Right to Vote. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
quaint maxim, “Taxation without rep- 
resentation is unjust,” was a great force 
in our colonial struggle for political in- 
dependence; yet the merit of that dem- 
ocratic maxim seems to be without po- 
litical appreciation in the District of 
Columbia. 

More than half a million of voteless 
citizens inhabit the 60-square-mile 
capital District of the greatest democ- 
racy in the world. These citizens are 
heavily taxed by a Government in which 
they have no effective voice. Is the 
maxim quoted above not as logical and 
meritorious at this time as it was ‘n 
the day of °76? 

The State of Delaware with a popula- 
tion much smaller than this voteless 
District gives its tax-paying citizens the 
privilege of voting and is represented in 
both of houses of Congress. Each of 
the forty-eight States of our great dem- 
ocratic Republic has its capital city, but 
the counties in which such cities are 
located are not denied the right to vote. 

Our immortal Declaration of Inde- 
pendence expresses a cardinal political 
principle in its declaration that “polit- 
ical governments derive their just pow- 
ers from the consent of the governed.” 
Are the political powers vested in the 
government of the District of Columbia 
derived from the expressed consent of 
the taxpaying citizens of the District? 
It is logically apparent that if the 
people inhabiting the District are to 
have no voice in their government, they 
should be regarded and treated as the 
untaxed tribal Indians.

all his working sheets and figures on 
rearrangement of tracks. Bibbins prom- 
ised to produce them. 

Clayton, cross-examining Bibbins, 
tied him dovm to a statement that he 
had based his rerouting on the stand- 
ards of service required by the com- 
mission which, he said, are the highest 
commission standards in the country. 
Clayton then said that actual operating 
standards are still higher than those 
required by the commission and asked 
if rerouting based on the commission’s 
standards would not actually result in 
impaired instead of bettered service. 
Bibbins said that he did not recognize 
rights of one community to a surplus 
ot street ccr facilities; that for the 
whole city service would be improved. 


Holds Economies Benefit Both. 


Clayton said: 

“You promise many economies here, 
but they seem all to inure to the bene- 
fit of the street car company and not 
to the people.” 

“T can’t see that any economy can 
inure to the benefit of the transporta- 
tion operation and not benefit the pco- 
ple,” replied Bibbins,. 

Bibbins sald that neither Ham nor 
John F. Hanna, president of the Cap- 
ital Traction Co., had seen his rerout- 
ing plan. He added that it differs ma- 
terlally from that being prepared now 
by engineers for the National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission.

The day's fireworks started when 
Ham was recalled to the stand for fur- 
ther cross-examination by Clayton 
The complete depem@fience of the pro- 
posed merged company on the Potomac 
Electric Co, for power was emphasized, 
and Clayton asked if the merger ne- 
gotiators had considered including the 
power company in the merger, Ham 
said that in the last negotiations it had 
not been considered, but had in prior 
merger efforts. 

“If. the power company was in the 
merger and its earnings were going into 
the common treasury, would there be 
any danger of increased car fares?” 
Clayton asked. 

Ham said that it would make no 
difference in that respect, as the power 
company had to reduce its rates from 
time to time to hold its earnings down 
to a 744 per cent return. 

“Have you not used Potomac Electric 
Power Co. earnings to develop your 
railway properties?” Clayton asked. 

“The Washington Railway & Electric 
Co.,” Ham replied, “is a combined op- 
erating and holding company. No 
doubt its earnings have tended to 
strengthen its financial condition, and 
it has probably been more willing to 
put money tinto properties not so 


been the case.” 


Car Riders Benetfited. 


“Then its relation with the Potomac 
Electric Power Co. have been of ad- 


vantage to its car riders?” asked Clay- 
ton. 

Ham uttered a qualified affirmative. 

“The merger would wipe that out 
would it not?” asked Clayton. 

Ham’s reply was not directly respon: 
sive, but affirmed the advantuge of 
having each utility on its own feet, the 
car company in possession of a favor- 
able power contract. Ham went on to 
speak of benefits for the public in a 
merger and Col. Ladue sald: 

“May I ask you to enumerate some 
of these benefits?” 

“They are very much the same as 
those that come from a city planning 
scheme,” said Ham. “If a city grows 
up at random it gets after a while to 
an intolerable situation. Chicago, for 
instance, recently spent $30,000,000 for 
one boulevard alone. The advantages 
are those of having through one sys- 
tem a well-defined and well-balanced 
growth of transportation along with 
the growth of the community. You 
can’t really define those benefits any 
better than that.” 


Asks About $3,000,000 Assets. 

After Clayton had led Ham to saying 
that his company was going to keep 
more than $3,000,000 of current assets 
and might issue them in dividends to 
stockholders, he asked: 

“Might those assets not be ef more 
use to car riders by turning them into 
the merger company along with your 
pss property than to your stockhold- 
ers?” 

“Why, really, my mind doesn’t run 
in that direction,” said Ham.

In the sonata by Tartini her tone 
was full of fire and brimming with 
beauty, at times, and then again its 
mellow’ tenderness sang its way into 
the very hearts of the audience.

ESTERDAY we had a general dis- 
Y cussion concerning suit Jumps; 

today a more specific considera- 
tion of the subject will be undertaken. 
We will start with the question of 
what the partner of a bidder of one of 
a “fajor suit should do, thé interven- 
ing adversary having passed. 


In the first place, it should be un- 
derstood that the expressions “obliga- 
tory jump” or, as some writers have 
put it, “courtesy jump” are bunk of 
the worst variety. A jump shows 
strength and support for partner's suit; 
a refusal to Jump shows lack of one or 
the other. Without normal support in 
partner’s suit, a jump of his bid of one 
is not sound; and surely it would be 
a new kind of “courtesy” which would 
drag him beyond his depth. When 
normal support in the suit is lacking, 
side strength may be shown by bidding 
some other suit or No Trump. 

The smallest Jump obviously ts from 
one to two, anc the two requisites for 
making that Jump tin partner's Major 
suit are: 

(a) Normal support in the partner’s 
suit—by which is meant at least three 
cards of the sult, or Ace and one other 
or King and one other. Queen and one 
other is borderline support. It Jjusti- 
fies a Jump if that seem to be the best 
declaration for the hand; but it also 
fustifies a denial, especially a No 
‘Trump denial, with hands which sug- 
gest that No Trump may be a better 
‘leclaration. With minimum 
itreneth on the side, it is not advisable 
*o consider Queen and one other as 
normal support. With normal support, 
the other requisite Is: 

(b)) Sufficient high-card strength to

The following combinations 
contain such strength (a hyphen shows 
that the cards named are of the same 
sult). 

Two Aces 

Ace and King-Queen 

Two King-Queens 

Ace-King and a Queen 

Three Kings 
Ace-Kins, without side strength Is a 
doubtful combination; it is a close 
question whether a jump should be 
made with it when holding minimum 
normal support and no other strength. 
For example, partner bids one Spade. 
tomy Hand passes and Third Hand 
holds: 


With such holding, the Jump should 
ndt be made unless conditions favor it. 
By that is meant: (1) a partner who 
can be depended upon to take every 
possible trick In the play and who will 
not be induced to rebid unless his hand 
is much stronger than a minimum one- 
bic (2) invulnerability. 

But the above holding would justify 
the Jump under any conditions if auc- 
mented by an extra trump, a Qu:2en- 
Jack, or even a Queen, in a side suit, 
or a Jack as one of the three cards of 
partner's sult—such a combination as 
J-9-2.

Lavigne, known as the “Saginaw Kid,”

Various penalties are imposed by the 
statute for failure to file a return and 
pay the tax on time, and for making 
& fraudulent return. Distinction is 
Made between failure and . “willful 
failure” to file a return. For failure 
to file @ return on time, the penalty 
is 25 per cent of the amount of the 
tax, unless a return is later filed and 
‘ ts satisfactorily shown to the Com- 
Missioner of Internal Revenue that 
tuch failure was due to a reasonable 
cauee and not to willful gegiect. If a 
taxpayer exercised ordinary business 
care and prudence, and nevertheless 
was unable to file a return within the 
preacribed time, the delay is due to a 
“reasonable cause.”

Coast guards- 
men said it seemed impossible that the 
attempt would succeed, and that the 
best hope of rescue lay in the efforts 
of larger vessels working from the sea 
side of the wreck. 

The vessel struck on Mary Ann Rock, 
not far from shore, in a driving show- 
storm shortly before 8 o'clock. ‘In 
response to her calls for help, Coast 
Guard stations along the coast sent as- 
sistance, and the Coast Guard cutters 
Tuscarora and Redwing steamed to her

Draft Sent to Congress. 


The draft submitted yesterday was 
sent to Senator Arthur Capper, chair- 
man of the Senate committee on the 
District, and to Representative Fred- 
erick N. Zihlman, chairman of the 
House committee on the District, with 
the request that it be. introduced and 
enacted at as early a date as prac- 
ticable. 

Under the provisions of the proposed 
bill the Commissioners would-be em- 
powered and directed to settle in their 
discretion claims and suits, either at 
law or in equity, against the District 
whenever the cause of action arose out 
of the negligence or wrongful act of any 


out of the existence of facts and cir- 
cumstances which place the claim or 


suit within the doctrines and principles | 


of law decided by the courts. 

The Commissioners also would be 
empowered to waive the pleading of 
the statute of limitations, laches of 
the plaintiff, or in case of a suit to re- 
cover taxes paid, the plea of voluntary 
payment on behalf of plaintiff, when- 
ever in their discretion such waiver 
would be just and fair and would tend 
to promote an equitable determination 
of the issues involved. 


$5,000 Limit on Settlements. 


No settlement made by the Commis- 
sioners under the provisions of the bill 
could exceed the sum of $5,000, and all 
settlements would have to be presented 
to Congress with a summary of the 
evidence and circumstances under 
which they were made. 

Appropriations for the payment of 

such settlements are authorized by the 
bill, and payment would be made in 
the same.manner as other expenditures 
for the District. 
The bill is designed to remedy the 
conditions of the present law, under 
which, in the opinion of the corpora- 
tion counsel, the Commissioners have 
no power to release claims held by the 
District by compromise settlement. 

The existing system not only is pro- 
ductive of great inefficiency, but re- 
sults in multifarious litigation at con- 
siderable expense to citizens of Wash- 
ington by reason of the fact that the 
District is of necessity compclled to 
defend suits both at law and in equity 
when it is a foregone conclusion the 
decision will be adverse to the District, 
the Commissioners believe.

The Commissioners believe that one 
incinerator is all that is necessary or

Capper Incinerator Bill 
Indorsed by City Council 


Taking issue with the District Com- 
missioners in their report to Congress 
opposing the pending Capper incinera- 
tor bill, the Citizens Advisory Council 
last night joined hands with the Feder- 
ation of Citizens Associations and in- 
dorsed the bill. However, they did not 
act on the provision of the bill for a 
reduction plant, declaring that it was a 
technical question which they were not 
qualified to decide. 

The Hammer bill, which would pro- 
hibit companionate marriages in the 
District of Columbia, was laid on the 
table, under the impression that the 
present law adequately covers the ques- 
tion. 

The bill to regulate drugless healers 
in the District was indorsed with nu- 
merous amendments, chiefly sponsored 
by Col. Henry C. Newcomer. Chair- 
man J. G. Yaden announced that he 
would submit a minority report favor- 
ing the bill substantially as submitted. 

The principal amendments favored 
;}in the majority indorsement took out 
| the more stringent preprofessional 
'schooling requirements for drugless 
healers, and provided that the examin- 
ations in the basic sciences be directed 
tcward the requirements of the practice 
contemplated. 

The council refused to indorse the 
bill proposed by the District Commis- 
sioners to create a new antismoke bu- 
reau at a cost of $630,000 annually, and 
offered in Heu thereof an amendment 
to the present antismoke law which 
would include railroad locomotives and 
steamboats, and would transfer the ad- 
ministration of the law from the Dis- 
trict engineers to the bullding inspector,
